lay  in  one  position — npoa  my  riolit  aide — a. 
situation  which  was  irksome  in  the  extreme 
i\everthele-;s,  the  time  passed  quickly  enough^ 
for  I  saw  ranch  to  interest  and  excite  my 
sympathies,  in  the  pale  faces,  crippled  limbs, 
and  entertaining  conversations  of  the  poor 
wounded  fellows  who  flittered  around  me 
These  men  were  always  in  good  epirita,  oo 
much  so  in  fact,  that  they  would  even  pass 
jokes  upon  their  own  infirmities.  One  morn- 
ing the  attendants  were  engaged  in  white- 
washing the  rooms.  The  beds  belonging  to 
ibe  different  apartments  had  all  been  taken 
out  and  placed  promiscuously  in  the  ball.

1  think  1  was  delirious,  for  they 
told  me  that  I  raved  about  him  incessant- 
ly. In  inct  I  must  have  been  delirious, 
otherwise  I  don't  think  I  couldhave  witness- 
ed what  I  did  :  for  as  I  Iny  upon  '.he  bed,  I 
suddenly  beheld  the  door  of  the  room  open 
slowly,  and  then  the  unmistakable  face  and 

form  of  Corporal  K  .  made  their  appear- 

faoce  Straight  to  my  bed  side  he  advanced, 
and  then  paused  with  his  eyes  fixed  mourn- 
fully upon  my  face.  I  now  perceived  that 
ins  shin  and  jacket  were  both  torn  open'  and 
that  the  blood  was  trickling  down  from  a 
hole,  such  as  the  ballot  nMinte  might  have 
produced,  in  his  left  breast,  directly  over  the 
heart  L"!

Several  distin-j 
finished  citizens,  who  have  been  devoted  to 
the  Union  through  all  the  dark  days  ol  the  ! 
rebel  occupancy    of  their   State,  recently] 
issued  a  call  for  a  convention,  which  met  at  ; 
Nashville  on  the  1st ,  and  adjourned  after  a 
session  of  one  week.    About  two  hundred 
delegates  »ere  in  attendance,  and  the  result! 
of  their  deliberations  was  the  passage  of  the 
following  resolutions: 

1.  Retotved,   Tnat  all  laws,   ordioanets,  and 
relations  parsed  »y  the  Legislator*  of  Tennes- 
see, siuoe  April  12,  186 1,  intended  to  effect  eon-  i 
stitutional  changes  in  the  government  of  the  State,  | 
and  to  soperate  it  from  the  Federal  Union,  are) 
unauthor.zed,  the  work  of  usurpations,  and  there- 
fore void. 

2.  Reiohod,  That  in  view  of  these  consequen- 
ces, and  of  this  condition  of  the  State,  resulting 
from  such  pretended  legislation,  it  is  of  vital  im- 
p  irtane*  to  the  people  to  elect  a  Legislature  to 
meet  at  this  Capitol  on  the  first  Monday  in  Octo- 
ber next,  or  a-  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

3.  Retained,  That,  as  the  overthrow,  by  treason, 
of  the  civil  power  of  the  State,  has  demanded 
the  exorcise  of  the  powers  granted  to  the  Federal 
Government  tj  guarantee  to  every  State  u  Repub- 
lican form  of  government,  this  Convention  oordi- 
ally  approve  the  action  of  the  President  in  the 
appointment  of  Andrew  Johnson  Military  Gover- 
nor of  Tennessee. 

I.  Retohed,  That  wo  reo.uo.it  Governor  Andrew 
Johnson  to  issue  wriU  of  election  and  appoint 
such  agents  as  may  he  necessary  to  hold  elootious 
tor  members  of  the  Legislature  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August  next,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may 
l>e  expedient ;  and  that  ho  provide  such  ageut  I 
with  the  moans  of  carrying  out  the  purpose  of 
such  appointment. 

i.  Retotved,  That  Gov.  Johnson  bo  requested 
to  furnish  all  the  means  and  facilities  in  his  pow- 
er to  enable  tho  thousands  of  patriotic  soldiers 
who  arj  in  the  aruiy  of  the  Union,  battling  for 
tho  rights  of  the  people,  and  all  legal  electors,  to 
.•ast  their  votes  in  the  coming  election. 

6.  Retotved,  That  we  fully  approve  the  course 
of  policy  of  Gov.  Johnson,  ns  the  Military  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State,  and  pledge  to  him  our  hearty 
co-operution  and  support  iu  whatever  measures 
may  bo  requisite  for  the  restoration  of  Tennessee 
and  her  people  to  their  eiril  itod  Federal  relations. 

Theobjeiit  of  this  movement  is  most  pat- 
riotic, and  it  will  carry  out  the  spirit  and 
df-temination  of  the  glorious  meeting  which 
assembled  at  Nashville  on  May  12,  1862. 
The  surest  way  to  bring  back  peace  to 
Tennessee  is  to  restore  its  government  in  the 
hands  of  the  people  by  the  election  of  a  Leg 
|  islalure  and  other  Stale  officers.  This  is  the 
I  initiatory  step  in  that  direction  Could  the 
I  people  oi  Tennessee  give  effect  to  their 
wishes,  they  would  by  an  overwhelming  vote 
resume  their  place  under  the  proud  old  flag.

that  can  be  accomplished  in  no  manner  so 
effectually,  quickly,  and  permanently,  as  by 
reconstructing  the  shattered  pillars,  disen- 
thralling the  subjugated  loyal  sentiment, 
reanimating  the  down-trodden  masses,  and 
unchaining  the  fettered  spirit,  of  freedom, 
which  has  been  hiding  in  caves  and  seeking 
refuge  in  the  deep  recesses  of  the  mountains, 
from  the  terrible  despotism  of  Confederate 
conscription. 

We  congratulate  the  people  of  Tennessee 
upon  this  dawning  of  a  glorious  morrow  ol 
peace  and  prosperity.  There  are  parts  of  the 
State  where  the  rebel  might  has  still  the 
power  to  crush  out  right,  and  where  any 
movement  for  returning  to  the  loved  old  as 
sociations  of  the  Union  will  be  regarded  and 
punished  as  treason  to  the  infamous  rebel- 
lion. But  there  is  leaven  enough  of  devot- 
ed patriotism  to  leaven  the  whole  heap,  and 
we  anticipate  with  the  most  pleasureable 
feelings  the  return  of  the  day  for  Tennessee 
when  her  people  can  exercise  the  proudest 
privilege  of  freemen  and  the  most  inestima- 
ble franchise  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States — the  right  of  free  ballot  and  the  se- 
lection of  their  own  rulers.  The  gentlemen 
who  were  appointed  by  the  convention  as  a 
Union  State  committee  will,  we  trust,  prove 
careful  pilots  who  will  judiciously  guide  the 
destinies  of  the  State  amid  the  quicksands 
and  the  shallows  which  have  threatened  it, 
and  bring  the  people  lo  the  secure  "haven 
where  they  would  be,"  moored  to  the  Con 
stitutiotf  and  with  the  flag  of  the  free  heart 
streaming  in  triumph  from  every  peak  '  We 
hope  these  proceedings  may  meet  the  eye  of 
many  Tennesseeans  at  home  and  abroad. 
Those  who  are  fortunately  still  in  the  secu- 
rity of  their  own  homes  must  determine  to 
lend  impulee  to  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion, while  those  who  are  in  exile  or  serving 
in  the  Union  armies  must  look  upon  the 
patriotic  movement  of  the  first  of  July  as 
the  first  great  step  toward  their  return  to 
the  deserted  firesides  and  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  arts  of  peace.  The  dark  cloud  that  low- 
ers over  Tennessee  is  tinged  with  a  silver 
lining,  which  coined  as  the  harbinger  ol 
hope.  Welcome  it  oppressed  Tennesseeans  ! 
The  day  of  your  deliverance  is  approaching; 
Heaven  Hpccd  its  glorious  advent.

Governor  Ramsey,  who  in  1801  effected 
the  treaty  by  which  the  Sioux  surrendered 
their  ancient  half  of  Minnesota  to  the  Uni-
